Commissioner Johnson advised he felt part of the
Commission’s job was to take care of the Weakley Lane convenience
center and the need is there to move it. The County has plenty of
space to relocate and a plan needs to be developed and sent to
Property Management.

Mayor Burgess advised Smyrna and LaVergne did not respond
to the letter sent regarding curbside service. The County is
subsidizing Smyrna and LaVergne trash pick up. Mayor Burgess advised
he felt a reasonable response from Smyrna and LaVergne was needed and
if the answer was no then a cost analysis needed to be performed. The
capital expense is not the reason for not moving the Weakley Lane
convenience center and the County needs to continue exploring this.
Smyrna and LaVergne have a responsibility to their citizens and the
County deserves a response.

Commissioner Johnson advised he still thought the Weakley
Lane convenience center needed to be moved for recycling because when
trash collection decreases the recycling will increase.

Mr. Nolen advised of upcoming legislation that will require
a plan for handling trash for cities with a population of 3,000. Mr.
Nolen further advised when Middlepoint shuts down, his budget will
easily double.

The Mayor will pursue a decision by Smyrna and LaVergne and
provide guidance to the Committee.
